Revren’s tologram about Rossia’s action 
with regard tu the opening up of the Karun 
river is cottuinly. not very explicit, . If 
Rassia is desirous of avoiding a conflict 
with England, se cartainly has taken 
strangé means to secure that end. A moro 
consistent rendering of the telegram would 
be—* Russia, desirous of thwarting England 
and desirous of fomentiog a quatre), has in- 
structed her agent at Meshed to aond a 
threatening letter to. the Shah protesting 
sgainst the opening of the river Karun to 
trado and navigation,’ That Russia should 
fool joalons of tho concession is vory natu- 
ral, She has been endoavouring to gain 
the commanding influence over Porsia, with 
tha probable object of accuring some doy 
a ‘outlet “on the sea for ber immense 
Aniatio postessiona, now shut in on all sides 
excopt towards the Arctic Ocean and on the 
Eastorn shores of Siberia, The oponing 
up of the Karun river sho would doubtless 
rogard as a measure tending to strengthen 
England'a influence over the South of Persis 
and to check-mate her advance towards 
tho sos. The Karun river onters tho head 
of tbe Persian Gulf not far from the mouths 
of the Tigris and Euphrates, and wators, 
through ita tributories, a large part of tho 
South West of Persia, It is, in fact, almoat 
the only important wator-course of Persia 
ontoring tha Porsian Gulf. English-trade 
and English influence would naturally 
benefit most by tho opening of such a river, 
and the concession may be louked upon as 
a successful coup by SirH. Drummond Wolf, 
who, it was openly ssid at the time of 
“his appointment, was sent to Teheran to 
countoract the growing influonce of Russia, 
After the open manner in which Lord 
Baliabury acknowledged the concession and 
praisad the Shah for his onlightened policy, 
he cannot now creditably draw back because 
of the monsces of Russio. With the im- 
perfect information supplied by Rentor’s 
telegram it is impossible to judge of the 
actual position of affairs, We can only 
hazard tho- suggestion that, if thero is 
any truth in the rumour, tho action of 
the Consul will bo disclaimed by the Czsr, 
but that nevertholoss Russia will sct heraolf 
quietly to undermine as much as possible 
the effects of the concession. 


Ws received a visit to-day from Mr Quong 
Tart, whose arrival by tle Guthrie wo 
Roticed the other day. He says he has 
come to China partly on pleastre—to visit 
his ancestral home in Canton—and partly 
for the purpose of ascertaining thu feeling 
with regard to the treatmont of the Ohiness 
in Australia, His friends, the Comnuia- 
sioners, who visited Australia last year 
and for sorvicos to whom ho received 
Mandarin’s button of the fifth rank, have 
gone north, and he is not sure of how he 
will bo received in Canton, He expects, 
howaver, to have an sudience with the 
Viceroy. His viows on the great Chinese 
question are protty woll known. He fully 
recognises the danger of Australia boing 
swamped by Ohineso, but says there ia not 
only a field but a need for a certain number 
of Chinese. He would keep the proportion 
much the same as at presont, and anys that 
proportion might be assimilated. The 
Buropean character of the Colonies would 
thus be. fully maintained. He would 
not have the Chinoso excluded by a 
poll-tax, which ho says ia a syatem of 
aqueezing as bud as any practiced in 
China, but would admit only so many 
to the tonnage of a steamer, the 
nuiober perhaps varying accrrdiog as there 
was & pressure or alackness of emigration. 
All the Australian Oulonies ought tu have 
the same law in this respect, 50 a3 to enable 
them to do away with the prohibition now 
- imposed on Chinese of travelling from oue 
Colony to another—a measura which -is a 
disgrace to civilisation. Tha Chinese, he 
mosintains, if properly treated, ara capable of 
becoming aa good citizens as any other race. 
The merchant class. in Australia are gra- 
dually. adopting. European customs, and 
even the working classes, he says, could be 
greatly ‘improved if the Government en- 
forced sanitary lawe prohibiting gambling 
and opium smoking, ‘Besides the labourers 
would. thus be driven to demand higher 


wages and the competitiun with Kuropoar | j 


workmen. would not be so ‘severe. 
is crusndo against--tha two evils 
of gambling and opium-smoking had raised,

Tho very absurdity of snch a statement 
vught to have rendered any one sceptical of 
its being true, even although thero was no 
Airect proof, as existed in this caac, of its 
boing erroneous. Lord Balisbury may not 
approve of all the projects of the Federa- 
tionists, but it is almost impossible to con- 
ceive that he would ridicu/e the movoment, 
which, if it is not effecting altogether the 
end desired by its promoters, is certain- 
ly doing good in quickening the intarest 
taken by tho several members in.the 
common weal of the Empire.

OHINESE NOTES, 

The leading articles that have appeared 
inthe Kuang Pao during this week have 
been, with the exception’.of one or two, on 
minor topics of the. utmost interest and 
vita! importance bearing ax they do on ques- 
tions which are now tho foons of public at- 
tention and the cynosure towards which 
Chinese diplomacy centres. The principal 
feature in these articles is not 50 much the 
view taken by the respective writers on 
Political matters, but the distinct evidence 
which these opinions bear to the rapid 
change that is taking place in the Celestial 
Ewpire, where newspapers, emigration, the 
action taken by various Governments in 
the question of exclusion of Chinese, aro 
gradually atirring up a public opinion which 
will in course of time become a powerful, 
and it may bo s dangerous, factor in poli- 
tics, and s- voice which will loudly make it- 
self hoard in the settloment of not only 
local but interiiational matters, Tho first 
question treated in the Kuang Pao of the 
10th is Tibot. The writer of thisexhaustive 
article ‘explains that the interest which the 
Tibetan embroglio now evokes in all classes 
is sufficient justification for the detailed ac= 
coust which he gives of the country, the 
people, the Government, and the Lama 

ierarchy. Speaking of the Chinese Reai- 
dent, he mentions in a bumptious way how 
through his intercession hostilities: have 
been suspended, heaping kudos upon this 
dummy official for the respite that Pos heen 
brought about. (A moro detailed transla- 
tion of tlie article will be found in another 
eolumn).. In conclusion the writer sams

' exclusively conceded to Russia. Theresult 
will soon, the writor-saya with a sigh, be- 
bome quito apparent, and then it sill be 
tov late for any action except war. Alus, 
he exclaims, that people are so false, mer- 
conary and unreliable. Louk at the men 
sent vver by China to Corona as Foreign 
advisers, men who should hava had a senso 
of houour and honesty, who should have 
shown their gratitude to the country in 
whosv- employ they were, by which they 
were liberally paid, by which they wers so 
well treated. But the voice of honvar is 
hushed, and thess very men whose duty 
ahold hive been to keep Corea in the right 
track, by hypocritical ambiguities, by false 
assurances, whon tuxcd with duplicity, 
thoy have betrayed thetr trast aud given 
over Corea into the ]auds of Russia. He 
conclades by saying that Chinn's dopen- 
dencies have beeu snatched on all sides, 
and this tronty, if carried out, will practi- 
cally estrange Corea, Thora remains there- 
fore for China one only opportuvity to 
exert herself, to shako herself up and en- 
deavour to resnme hor prostige. 


A OBINESE ACOOUNT OF TIBET. 
(Tratislated from the Ohixese Mail.) 

A traveller from Tibot aska us to record 
what he saw-and heard there. He informs 
us Tibet ia designated Buddha's country, 
and that in it thereare lofty, cloud-piercing, 
galleries of precious things and buildings of 
jade from which the sound of Pali talk and 
the ringing of bells flow in harmony through 
foresta and valleys. In one part called 
Pehtsieb there grows the tree of perennial 
spring and in another part is the hoaven of 
perpetual youth. The country was called 
Tufan from tho time of the Tang dynasty 
to the Ming dynasty, after which it was 
called U GSzo Leang, If you:go from 
Chingtu-fu in Kansuh, by Tsinlu, after tra- 
volling over 5,10) li, you will reach a post 
station in Anterior Tibet named Futsah 
(Lassa), where thoro ia an Imperial Resident 
to attend to trade, and an important mili- 
tary. garrison. In this place are the 
Tachow, Siavchao, Palah, and Pichpang 
temples, where the Dalui-lama is enthroned 
and where he strolls about and enjoys him- 
,gelf. ‘These temples are palatial in size and 
very bedutiful with tho dazzling splendour 
of gbld. and jade, - From Antorior Tibet to 
Ohapolun in Ulterior Tibot is over 900 ti, 
There are to be’ ssen the Jangchung,: 
Ningwang and Kiehpah temples, where the 
Banchin-ordeni is anthroned. Thero the 
writing is all in Pali and is interpreted ac- 
cording-to the Pali-sound. There algo a 
nine-storied . pugeda, which contains -an 
image of Buddha looking grave and stern 
amongst the seven preciaus things, towers 
high into the air. There temples, which 
are sucrounded by fragrant olive trees and 
grape vines planted and trained to inter- 
twine aud make a: docp shado, contain 
strange things from forcign lands. The 
people of Ulterior Tibet reverently serve 
the Banchin-loma ia a similar way to which 
thone of Anterior Tibet do the Dalai-lama, 
The common belief ia that the Bauchin- 
lama is a redasbodiment of Kinkang obtain- 
ed after over ten ages employed in cul. 
tivating wisdom, perfecting himself, 
keeping of precepts, renewing and purify- 
ing the heart, thoroughly mastering tho 
religious canons, and abstaining from all 
dissipation, All who study Lamaism in a 
Banchin place muat take the vow to perpe- 
tuate correct teaching. The Dalai-lame and. 
the Banchin-lama are both able to foretell 
births and deaths and pastand future avents, 
aud are also able tu solve all doubts and 
difficulties of fortune or misfortune. Ifa 
Dalai-lama dies and is afterwards reborn 
into th world the Banchin-lema records the 
event in. his rules dnd allows the tidings 
to be apread forth in the great teaching, 
and the Dalai-lams does tho same for a Bun- 
chin-lama in a similar case. There is con- 
sequently a mutual proclaiming and recciv- 


ing of religious chiefs, Among the penple |- 


of the capital there are numerous classes 
who all houor and.worship Buddha in con- 
formity with the ceromutny of Lamaiam, 
Banosth the Dalai and Banchin-lames there 
ate the great Uta and Kohtu and assistant 
Utn and sssistant. Kohtu; there are also 
the Taichis and Kobpus of various kinds 
who attend to the distribution of money 
and rations to the troops, the punishmont 
of crime and all such matters. -Qver thess 
there is's supervisor, who, whes.a vacancy 
cocurs, is selected by.the Chinese Resident’ 
in council with the Dalai-lana aod Banchiu- 
Jame. Tho rule is that ouly a man of 
ability froma fimily of position oan be 
ehoron; and for him the ‘commun people 
are-ready to die; ‘they will Qght. fur hia 
regardless of death, and all slain in batile 
aro honoured by the people with offerings of 
awget-soented Howers. ..” Their ceremonies 
‘resemble thoss of Hanan. ‘They. salute a 
Chinese officer by taking off their hats and 
‘thrilsting out their tongues three times ; the 
Dalel-Jama, Banchin-lswa aud the auper- 
visor are saluted in the dae mauuer. 
The climate is mild: throughout the four 
aeasonaand resembles the xeather of China | 
in Spring and Autam, but there is uo rainy 
Seeaon, nor Gxed periods of wind. and 


thunder. It is hot in the plains and cold 
in the high regions; the people any the 
climate differe ovory ten li; bat it doos 
not appenr to diffor much: from that of tho. 
ports in the Southern Occan. The punish- 
monte are vary severe, No matter whother 
the crime be gravd ur trivial, the wattor 
great onsmall, all offondors, when caught, 
are tied up in a dark room. with all thei 
limbs bound and kept there until dragged 
out for trial, when if the crime te robbery 
or murder thery.is no distinction made 
between the chief and the | fallowera. 
Both sre sentenesd ta death, which 
is carried out by binding the criminal to 4 
pillar and shooting at him with muakots 
and bows iv a contest for drink; by tnking 
him to a cave awarming with ecorpions ut 
Kuhshai and fllowing the} ecorpions to 
sting him ; or by handing him over to bé 
divided sud eaten by the savages of tho U 
country. En marriage the wife is chosen 
of suitable ago and looks from 1 family of, 
squal rank: with tho husband.” ‘Choy put

CHINESE NATURAL HISTORY. 
SOME VERY STRANGE ANIMALS, 

There are stranger things in tho animal 
world than suy detailed in she ‘Shan Hai 
King,’ or ‘ Hill and Rivor. Classic,’ and 
now that there is a talk of establishing 
Zoological Gardens at. Shanghai, seya the 
Mun Pao, it may amuse our readers to 
describes few. of them from tradition, al- 
though we cannot say that we vouch for the 
truth of the description, 

Birds.—(1) Hung-teng Hicn, in Shansi, 
thoro is a woman-bird ; it can divost itself 
of ite bird-pature by removing its feathers,

(2) the ‘-Biu Liu,’ or laughing horned. 
owl, which flies at night, and lies low in the

should ; finally, at the oxpense of tha honor 
of the Franch nation, which is fatally som 
promised by such atruciaus ernelty.
